Bome Figures Covering Various Years
Since Measure MHas Besn
Effective.

Bince the first primary law was
passed in Nebraska in 1007 the vote
casl at the primaries has averaged
41 per cemt of the vote cast at the
ruccoeding general olection. The off
yeur primary has attracted an even
grenter poercentage of volters to the
primary election than have tha years
when governors and the president
were elected. The total number of
volen cast st the November election
in off years in only 80 per cent of the
average vote cast other years, how-
ever.

In 1807, the primary vote was 40
par cent of the voteé cast at the fol-
lowing November eloction, In 1008, it
was 26 por cent In 1908, It was 45 per
cont and In 1910 It war 44 per cent,

The Interest {taken fin primary
elections has steadily inereased since
the law was passed, The prinfary vote
wan 80,002 in 1007, 08,818 in 1008,
83,204 In 1009 and 108,081 In 1910, In
the light of these figurea It & prob:
able that 50,000 votes will be cust In
the late primary election.

The avernge vote cast In November
elections during the last four yenrs
since the primary election has been
in vogue, stirring up personnl Interest
in politice from four to six months,
in ndvance of the November electlon,
hns been 201,597, The largest vote
cast during the quadrennium was in
1808, when it rose to 271,491, and the
smallest In 1007, the fArst year the
primury law was In effect, when the
November election drew out only
200,934 votes

Nominations which have Ilater re
sulted In electlons have been made
with moch less than a majority of the
party vote at the primaries. Shallen-
berger was nominated for governor In
1908 with 38 per cent of the demo-
cratic vote cast, Aldrich was noml-
nated in 1010 by slightly more than a
majority of all the votes cast by his
party at the primary. Numerous in-
stances of minority nominations may
be found among the lesser state offl-
clals,

No Passes for Legislators.
Lincoln, Neb.—Though the resolu.
tion introduced by Speaker Kuhl at
the last session of the leglelature, pro-
viding for the annual meeeting of
mmbers of the lower house at the
state fair grounds, was not referred
to Becretary Mellor of the Board of

Elllott, now of the Rroken Bow
schools, At least, the position will be
offered him, so 1 am informed.

“In came Prof, Crabtree carries out
his intention to resign I have deemed
It wige to appolnt Prof, Delzell for the
reason that he Is familinr with the
polleler and methods and detalls of
the office of the present state super.
Intendent and Jt would cause no rup-
ture or other disappoointment, 1 am
gure, In carrying on the affairs of our
educational aystem as devolves upon
the state superintendent

"Prof. Delzell I8 1 man of wide ex-
periencée In educational affalrs, hawv.
Ing been {dentified with Nebraska
schoals for a quarter of a contury, and
is thoroughly famillar with all of the
various
high school system,

“Prof. Elllott, one of the younger
superintendents of high w»schools in
thiz state, Ie & young man of much
promise, thoronghly educated and in
the vigor of health and strength, and
he certalnly will be a valuable acqui
sition In this office in case Prof, Crab
tree actually resigns on or about No
vember 1."

Mr. Delzell has elimbed the educa
tlonal Iadder round by round, as a
pupll in the rurnl schools, as a teach.
er In those schools, as principal of
village schools and ns superintendent
of clty schoola. He worked his way
through the state normal school at
Peru by serving as janitor and dolng

Memorable Struggle Over lssues of
Whieh Reciprocity Was the
Notsble Result,

Washington —Congress will ad:
Journ before Tuesdsy night, possihly
Monday, and the most strenvous ses
slon of recent years will pass into
political history. The net resulta of
the extra session, In comparison with
the ambitious program adopted at the
outset were not large,

Canadlan reélprocity was brought
aE near reality ag the executive and
legislative departments could * ad
vance It: statehood wae nagured for
New Mexieo and Arizona; campalgn
publiclity legislation was enacted in a
form satisfactory to its most earnest
ndvocates; provislon was made for
an enlarged house of repregentatives,
basged on the latest census, and a few
other measures of minor Importance
were passed.

A demoaratle houge, the first sinco
1805, meized on this mession as n ve-
hicle to convey to the country the
views of democrars on tariff revision,
but executive disanproval rendered
futlle all efforts (6 lmpress those
views on the statute books,

Two tarift bills, one materlally re
ducing the exieting dutiez on wool
and woolen goods of all classes and
the other placing on the free llst ar-
tieles of machinery and tools used by
farmers and amended to Include
many other items, wore vetoed by
President Taft. He based his disap
provial on the grounde that the bills
had not been “sclentifically” prepared
and that tariff revislon should walt
until reports on the different sche-
dules had been made by the tariff
board. A cotton revision bill awaits
A similar fate.

The houwse, under the leadership of
Representative Underwood of Ala-
bama, chalrman of the wnys and
means committes, ahd Bpeaker Clark,
endeavored to pass the woolen and
free list bills over the velo, but the
nocessary two-thlrds vote could not
be mustered., These fallures to over-
throw President Taft's veto were a
strong factor in determining leaders
to close the sesslon, and it is not like-
Iy that congress will be in session to
recelve & veto to the cotton measure,

Trust Investigations without num.
ber were instituted during the ses-
slon, and some of them, notably those
bearing on monopolies In steel and
sugar, weare prosecuted with vigor.
They still are In progress,

Constructive leglglation to bear on
federal regulation of corporations Is
regarded as certaln to come from
these Inquires, Plans already have
been Instituted to revise
trust laws,

General arbitration treatlea with
Grent Britaln and France were sent
to the schate by President Taft, but
they recelved a frigid welcome, be-
riuge  the upper house contended
that one provision of the treaties
asurped the senate's constitutional
prerogatives,
